Two White burglars, captured early yes- 
terday morning. are in the Tower, one 
aimost in delirium from the bullet that 
brought him down at the scene of the 
crime, and the other morose, defiant and 
vowing vengeance on the man who shot 
his pal 

The burglars were captured by County 
Policeman Dunbar a short distance from 
the drug store of Dr. C. M. Green, &8 
Marieita street, yesterday morning at 
$:20 o'clock. They had paraded the city 
all night trving to burglarize stores and 
residences, succeeding at last in getting 
“into Dr. Greene’s drug store, where a 
subpostoffice is located, and one was 
winged by a bullet from the doctor's 
Winchester. Officer Dunbar alone cap- 
tured the outlaws in the most thrilling 
menner just at break of day, and a dis- 
piay of coolness and bravery kept the 
capture from emilig in a bloody tragedy,

Stayed With Wounded Pal. 

When one of the burglars was shot 
dewn the other, who could have left him 
and é@scaped, stood by his wounded pal 
and took capture rather than desert a 
comrade in crime

About 3:30 o’cloc e -\vreen was awak- 
ered in his drug stof€aby hearing two 
men walk around in the front room, A 
clofed door separated the store from his 
sleeping apartment. He located the men 
by the sound of their footfalis and fired 
two shots through a panel of the door. 
He heard the burglars running away and 
he quickiy called up County Policeman 
feunbar, who lived nearby, over the tele- 
phone, 

Officers Mayor and Chambers were not 
more than three blocks away When the 
dector fired his rifle. They tried to track 
the fugitives by a trail of blood, but 
could not do so because of the darkness 

Officer Dunbar arrived on the scene 
and took up the trial. He followed the 
splashes of blood to the rear of the Na- 
tional Furniture Company. and there 
fcund two men. On» of them, who af- 
terwards gave his name as Cleveland 
Wood, and who was seriousty wounded, 
iried to hide in the grass. The other 
one, Charlies Schmidt, arose and attempt- 
ed to draw a pistol]. 
quick for him and getting the drop made 
him throw up his hands. Alone and un- 
aided the officer handcuffed the two men 
and started back to Marietta street, 

where he met the two bicycle officers. 
The criminals were safely landed in the 
Tower.

knee and ranging upward, where it lodged 
in the muscles. 

Schmidt was shot on the right hand, 
the bullet grazing the back of the hand. 
The wound was merely a scratch. 

Wood was partly delirious from pain 
until about 10 o’clock. Schmidt was de- 
fiant and afigry and swore he would kill 
the man who shot his pal. 

“IT never fail to get even and have re- 
venge,’’ he said more than once, “and as 
sure as I live I will one day kill the man 
who shot Wood.’ 

Wood was placed in the Tower hospital, 
and Schmidt was given a cell in the west 
wing on the third floor. 

The_ prisoners consented to talk with a 
representative of The Constitution yes- 
terday aftern@on. They each nad a story 
to tell and a comparison of their tales 
will show thaf one of them, and perhaps 
both, did some® very ‘tall lying.”’ 

Schmidt Talks. 


Said Schmidt: 


OT: was just a case of must with.us. We} 


eante here to get work, don’t you see, 
and we were out of money and hungry. 
I met Wood at Denver about five days 
ago and we beat our way to Atlanta on 
freight trains. [I was going to Pensacola 
to secure a job on 4 ship. I'am an old 


sailor, as you can see by the tattooing on | 


my arms.” 

He bared his arms, which were. covered 
with all sorts of tattoo marks. 

“Wood and I tried about the doors of 
about fifty stores last night,’’ he went on 
to explain, “and when we reached the 
drug store we found a window we could 
open. Wood went.in, and I was standing 
on the outside when I heard a gun go off. 
I thought it was a trap gun and that 
Wood ‘had stepped on the trigger. Yes, I 
caid I would have revenge, but.a man is 
liable to say most anything under such 
circumstances. My pal was wounded and 
I was hot. I never desert a pal.” 

Schmidt arose and said the last words 
with a great show of pride: 

“T could have escaped,” he continued, 
‘byt I carried my pal.on my back, and 
when I could go no further, I sat down by 
him, willing to face prison or death rather 
than leave him. I was born in Boston. 
My folks are all dead and I am alone*in 
the world. This is my first experience in 
thts line of business.’’ 

Schmidt is a clean-shaven man, fair 
blue-eyed and Nght-haired, with a face 
that one would not like to meet on the 
highway at night. He claims to be highly 
educated and says he can speak and 
write English, German and French, and 
has traveled all over the world. 

Wounded Burglar’s Story. 

Wood said as he lay on his cot in the 
Tower hospital: 

‘“T never committed any burglary. Me 
and Schmidt were out on a lark and we 
found a window in a drug store open. He. 
said he would go inside and pickup a 
few things. [1 stood on the outside. Al 
of a sudden a gun went off twice and I 
felt that I was wounded. 
he would stay by me and he did. I never 
made any threats. I firét net Schmidt at 
Greenville, 8. C., six days ago. We both 
tried to get work in Atlanta yesterday at 
the cotton mills but failed to do so. My 
father is Lewis Wood, of Edgefield.”’ 

Wood has a yonng, boyish face, but al- 
ready he looks like a hardened criminal. 
His companion is swarthy and sunburned 
and his hair black, short and coarse. 

A pistol was found on Schmidt. In 
Wood's pocket were two _ counterfeit 
silver dollars, which he claims a boy gave 
him at Belt Junction Wednesday ni 

Dr. Green missed a silver dollar and 
about $2 in pennies from his cash drawer. 
The money was not found on the prison- 
ers, but it is believed they threw it away 
as they tried to escape. 

The men will be prosecuted for bur- 
glary in the state courts and for robbing 
a postofficé by the United States author- 
ities.

“Mother” Says She Is Marching on 
Roosevelt and Gives President 
Some Raps—Socialist Han- 
ford Talks Very Blood- 
ily of Capitalists. 


New York, July 23.—‘‘Mother’’ Jones’ 
“army,’’ consisting of thirty-seven men, 
women and children, arrived in Manhat- 
tan by ferry from Hoboken at 2:30 o'clock. 
They, were met by a delegation of the 
Soc ‘lal Democratic Club. The army made 
no attempt to parade, but split up into 
groups. 

The: “army” abandoned its march in 
view of Acting: Police Commissioner Eb- 
stein’s refusal earlier in the day to per- 
mit a parade. Later Mayor Low granted 
a permit to hold an evening meeting. 
Still later Ebstein reversed himself and 
Sranted-a permit to parade. 

With drums beating and transparencies 
setting forth their demands, the “army” 
Walked this evening to Madison avenue, 
where the meeting took place. Two hun- 
dred persons, exclusive of the large police 
escort, were in. line. 


The speaking was from a truck. Colonel . 


Geiger, of Philadelphia, 
made a speech. So did Benjamin Han- 
ford,. candidate for governor of New 
York on the social democratic ticket at 
the last election. 

Colonel Geiger introduced Mother Jones, 
who was greeted with cheers. She an- 
Swered qtestions put to her by the spec- 
tetors. Mother Jones began by saying 
she had just marched 92 miles and was 
tired and had brought with her a little 
band of slaves, “‘and,”’ said ehe, ‘“‘we are 
quietly marching toward the president's 
home. I belfeve he ean do something 
for these children, although the president 
declares he cannot.

The correspondent further asserts 
that Cardinal Gibbons has = suc- 
ceeded in uniting the French car- 
dinals around Cardinal Richard 
with a view of supporting a -can- 
didate whose policy will be a re- 
action against. that of the late 
pontiff.

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Rome, July 2.—From sunrise until sun- 
set today thovsands passed before the 
body of Leo XI1l lying in state in the 
basilica of St. Peters.: | +t was originally 
intended that this opportunity publicly te 
view the remains should extend through 
three days, but tonight it is said that 
the time is likely to be curtailed and 
that the funeral may occur Friday in- 
stead of Saturday night, owing to the 
evidences that decomposition is setting 
in. This due to today’s severe heat, from 
which no embalming, however perfeci, 
could completely protect the body. 

The will of the dead pope was opened 
at today’s meeting of the congregation 
of Cardinals. It consists of thirty-six 
pages, in the handwrititg of Leo XIII, 
and leaves all the property of which he 
died -possegsed to his successor for the 
use of the church. To each members of 
his family he leaves a present to bé 
chosen from the valuable objects in his 
apartment. Similar presents are _ be- 
queathed to his physicians. The total 
amount of the property which he left 
is not yét known. 

Pity and Horror. — 

The prevailing impression of those who 
today passed before the iron gates of the 
Chapel of the Sacrament to view the 
remains was one of intense pity,’ com- 
bined with a certain sense of horror. 
‘The body was tilted up on the catafaique 
in order that all might see the terribly 
shrunken face. An ordinary skull in a 
frame of gold, lying in a mass of red 
roses, could scarcely have been more 
typicaij of death. 

Except at sunrise, when the crush 
threaténed a panic, all those who wished 
it had an opportunity of entering St. 
Peters. . During the day many of those 
who passed in stopped before the cata- 
falque to say.a hurried prayer. Hundreds 
of the women and even some of the 
men carried children in their arms. 

An important political factor was intro- 
duced into the ceremony by the entrance 
into St. Peters of Italian soldiers, who 
remained there throughout the day to 
preserve order. Their presence there, in 
such a capacity, unprecedented in tHe 
history. of modern Italy, is important, 
as an indication of better relations be- 
tween the government and the vatican, 
ae i was by the consent, if not by the 
ee~'va, of the vatican authorities that 

today employed the troops of the 

.iInal in papal territory, 

Oreglia Thanks the Cardinals. 
Another feature which fs causing com- 
ment along the same lines is the fact that 
Candinal Oreglia, in receiving a group 
of the city fathers of Rome, who repre- 
sent the clerical party, charged them to 
thank also their liberal colleagues for 
the manifestations of sympathy which 
they showed during the ibNness of the 
pope. . The cardinal, continuing his con- 
veraation, indicated special satisfaction 
over similar manifestations coming from 
several constituted bodies of the king- 
dom of Italy, such as communal councils 
and provjncial deputations, including that 
Prince Felice Borghese. 

“It is an unexpected tribute,’ exclaim- 
ed the cardinal, ‘“‘which no one would

Japan Prepares to Ty Con- 
clusions With Russia 


Defiant Conduct of the Russians Has 
Alarmed the Japs—SBwerywhere 
in the Orient’ a‘ Mote of 
Coming War Is Heard.

London, July 28.—-The Daily Mall's To- 
kio correspondent.gends rather an alarm- 
ing view of the situation in the east to 
his paper. He saye that Russia's reten- 
tion of Manchuria, the increase of her 
fleet, the dispatch of reinforcements to 
Manchuria, the southward mavement of 
the eccupying army in Manchuria and the 
defiant conduct of the Korean frontier 
alarmed the.Japanese, many of whom are 
convinced that,it wéuld be better to fight 
now than risk the eventual loss of Korea 
and the relegation of Japan to a second- 
ary places 

He says the Japanese are accumulating 
storeg and negotiating for the purchase 
of ships; that a squadron is off Viadi- 
vostock, to which port Russian vessels 
have been sent as a precaution and that 
poth fleets are ready for action at any 
moment. He says that a perusal of the 
Siberian press reveals the aggressive 
spirit of the Russian military party; that 
the Russians believe they will lose prestige 
if they give way now, with the result that 
their far eastern empire will be lost and 
Japanese influence will become predomi- 


nant, 

The appointment of Marquts Ito as pres- 
ident of the privy council, the correspond- 
ent says, is favorable to peace, but that 
Russia must retreat or there will be very 
grave danger of war. He says the Japan- 
ese believe that France and’ England will 
join in the expected ‘conflict, which dip- 
lomatists at Tokio think might if once be- 
gun continue for years, involving disas- 
trous results to Japanese finance, and the 
creation of a sort of Balkan difficulty in 
Korea. He adde that confidence is shown 
in the Anglo-Japanese alliance. 

The Standard’s Tin-tsin correspondent 
Says that since the 15th of this month 
there has been an increase in the con- 
centration of Russian forces at Port Ar- 
thur and elsewhere, many who were Os- 
tensibly erfigrants being in meaitty sol 
@ers. We -adds that there is not the 
slightest evidence that Russia intends to 
withdraw or moderate her policy.” 

The Times’ Tokia dispatch, published 
this morning, sars that M. Pavioff, the 
Russian minister to Corea, insists that the 
timber felling concession in the Yalu 
valley cOémprises the right ‘to construct 
railways and telegraphs, and that he, 
therefore. demande compensation for the 
removal of telegraph poles ‘by the Ko- 
reans, and if payment is refused, that 
he will deduct the amount from the 
royalty payable to the Corean govern- 
ment by the lumber company. He in- 
structed the company again to erect poles 
and Corea ordered their removal if re- 
erected, The correspondent says that

Hion, Henry G. Turner was born if

age he moved to Brooks county, where 
he taught school until the war broke out, 
when he entered the confederate army as - 
a private. He served gallantly to the end, 
rising to the rank of captain and suffer- 
ing both imprisonment and a wound at 
Gettysburg from a bullet which was not 
extracted until 1868. 

In 1865 he was admitted to the bar. Hé 
was presidential elector in 1872, voting 
for Charles T. Jenkins for president; was 
representativo in the legislature from 
Brooks in 1874, 1876 and 1878, taking a high 
stand in the legislature from the first. In 
1876 he was a delegate to the national 
democratic convention. 

Judge Turner was first elected %o cone 
gress in 1880. He served continuougly for 
eighteén years. He was an unquestioned 
leader on the democratic side of the 
house, both while his party was in. the 
minority and when it had control of that 
body: 

Both as a state and national! legislator, 
Judge Turner took high rank. In both 
legislative bodies his splendid judgment 
coupled with his magnificent legal ¥ lents, 
made him a leader.

The changes in tHe grades consist of 
extending Alabama street into Madison, 
making a fill of six feet at the corner of 
Madison and Hunter street, grading 
away a knoll on Mitchell street between 
Forsyth street and Madison street, grad- 
ing away a knoll on Madison street, be- 
tween Nelson and Peters streets, and «0 
changing’ the width of Madison street as 
to make it fifty feet in width between 
Alabama street and Hunter street, sixty 
feet in width between Hunter and Mitch- 
ell streets and fifty feet from Mitchell 
street to Peters street. 

The resolution, which weuld have had 
the effect of deferring action by the al- 
dermanic board, was preesnted by Alder- 
man James G. Woodward and it was sup- 
ported at first by Alderman Inman and 
Alderman Giradeau, who feared that 
claims for damages against the munici- 
pality would be filed by the property 
owners.

London, July 23.—The educational cam- 
paign on the tariff question which Colo- 
nial Secretary Chamberlain has vigor- 
ously launched by means of leaflets and 
circulars, came in for serious criticism 
ir. the house of lords this afternoon. Earl 
Spencer, the Hberal leader, complained 
that Mr. Chamberlain was practically 
violating the government agreement, 
namely, that the fiscal discussion should 
be postponed unti] October. He said the 
distribytion of such literature looked on 
its face as though the government had 
taken: up Mr. Chambérlain’s views. 

Earl Spencer added that if Mr, Cham- 
berlain remained in the cabmet it would 
be almost impossible to disassociate his 
views from the policy of the government 
as a whole. 

The duke of Devonshire retorted that 
while he gathered from the remarks that 
the premier offght to tell Mr. Chamber- 
lain to resign, he feared this was a rather 
illogical procedure, since, though the 
government had by ne means yet adopted 
the views of the colonial secretary, the 
government’s investigation, so far as it 
had proceeded, had convinced the premlet 
and hig coliceagues that Mr. Chamberlain’s 
impeachment of the fiscal policy was weil 
feunded and that changes ought to be 
effected, 

Dilke Attacks Foreign Policy. 

When the house of commons was 
in cOmmittee tofay on the foreign 
office vote Sir Charles Dilke, ad- 
vanced radical, assailed the foreign 
policy of the government, which he said 
Was strangely inconsistent. He compared 
the recent visit of King Edward to 
France and President Loubet’s return 
visit to England with the government's 
attitude toward Germany, and accused 
the government of cringing. to Germany 
in the Venezuelan matter and of “‘allow- 
ing themselves to be hoodwinked.” But, 
Sir Charles added; when there was a 
popular cry against Germany the gov- 
ernment had “hatched up the Canadian 
tariff grievance,”’ and lately the minis- 
ters had used language of absolute fe- 
rocity against Germany. 

The. under foreign secretary, Lord 
Cranborne, replying, said the German em- 
peror had. nothing whatever to do, di- 
rectly or indirectly, with the cooperation 
of Great Britain. and Germany in the 
Venezuelan affair. He vindicated the 
Policw of the government: in this matter, 
and said Great Britain was on friendly 
.terms with.ali.the powers. 

Continuing, the . under secretary. for 
foreign affairs denied that Great Britain 
was getting the worst of. it in Manchuria, 
where, he said, Great. Britain recegnized 
the open door policy. 

Referring to the Canadian tariff ques- 
tion, Lord Cranborne said they must 
put their own colonies first and an end 
must be put at once to the disabilities un- 
ota they suffered.

Joseph H. Walton, a liberal. who strong- 
ly favored an extension of British trade 
by means of. colonia] development, ac- 
cused the government of a succession of 
humiliating surrenders in China. He said 
the time had arrived for facing the sit- 
uation in Manchuria and New Chwang. 


What Does Russia Want? 

The under foreign secretary, Lord Cran- 
borne, in reply, said that British trade 
in China was' still increasing at a satis- 
factory rate and he was confident of se- 
curing a full share of railway and other 
valuable concessions. The government, 
he said, was fully aware of the position 
of Manchuria. The great difficulty, up to 
the present time, in negotiating with Rus- 
sia was that Great Britain had never yet 
been able to ascertain exactly what the 
Russian government wanted, dnd the fact 
remained that Manchuria was still oc- 
cupied. Russia's failure to fulfill her un- 
dertaking, he said, was satisfactory 
neither to Great Britain, Japan or the 
United States. Lord Cranborne said the 
Russian government knew perfectly well 
that England would be delighted to come 
to an agreement, but there were difficul- 
ties. He doubted whether the Russian 
government . was so homogeneous a 
despotism as might be supposed from her 
past history. There seemed to be at 
least two parties in the government with 
whom he was obliged to deal, and Englang 
had never reccived an intimation of what 
Russia expected. 

“Our ally, Jepean,”’ he said, “is becom- 
ing uneasy at'the prolongation of the oc- 
cupation of Manchuria and we are equal- 
ly anxious for some kind of a settlement. 
There are cértain elements out of which 
an agreement ought to be possible and if 
Russia is prepared | to give due 
weight to our treaty.rights and. commer- 
cial interests she will not find us irre- 
concilable to compromise. 

' Balfour Defends Chamberlain.

Whshington Dessau, of Macen; who has 
given ntuch study to the subject, made a 
report strongly favorably to the adoption 
| of the system, which was read at the re 
cent meeting of the bar association at 
Tallulah. He was named as chairman 
the committee appointed to present the 
matter to the governor and the legisla- 
ture. 

The memorial presented to the governor 
by the committee representing the bar 
association recites, briefly, the workings 
of the Torrens system of registration of 
titles in other states, and commends the 
subject to the governor and the general 
assembly as one worthy of serious atten- 
tion.

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London, July 23.—The King Edward VI? 
was launched today at Devonport docx 
yard by the princess of Wales. When 
completed she will be the finest battleship 
in the British navy, which means the 
finest in the world. Her displacement Is 
equal to that of the Commonwealth, Eng- 
land’s biggest sea fighter. The statement 
that she will be the finest in the English 
Navy is based upon the fact that her 
construction shows sayera! important new 
departures in naval architecture. 

The judgment and calculation required 
for the making of a 10,000-ton ironclad are 
as delicate as those involved in the de- 
signing of a Shamrock III. In some ways 
the naval constructor has a more deli- 
cate task, and his work gives more scope 
for skill than i§ the case with the yacht- 
builder. 

The latter aims almost solely at making 
a machine that shall develop the greatest 
possible speed. The naval constructor 
also has to turn out a machine which shall 
be speedy, for speed may go further to 
win a navaj battle than guns and armour. 
But combined with this quality of speed 
must be several others. 

The war ship must be able to carry 
heavy weight of armor and guns, and toa 
be steady, so that she will make a good 
platform for those guns.

There is more resist- 
ance in this Krupp plating than in Har- 
veyised stee]:or in any other kind of steel 
that has yet been invented. 

In the battle which has been waged 
between impenetrable armor and Irresis- 
tible, projectiles the advantage has been 
on the side of the projectiles.

Mayor Howell, who was instrumental 
in having favorably recommended to the 
house of representatives a bill for an ap- 
propriation of $30,000 for a Georgia ex- 
hibit at the Louisiana purchase exposi- 
tion, has also been largely instrumental 
in secure the invitation for Atlanta to 
be one of the twenty-five municipal ex- 
hibditors. : 

The invitation came to Atlanta yester- 
day afternoon and was directed to Mayor 
Howell.

STORY TELLING — 
FORMED THEME 


Dr. R..T. Wyche Addresses 
Teachers at. University 
Summer School. 


Athens, Ga., July 2%.—(Special.)—Dr, 
Richard T. Wyche continues to charm 
the ‘teachers of the university summer 
school with his lectures on “Story-Tell- 
ing.” This morning at the chapel! he told 
several stories as jjjustrations of the les- 
sons he wished to convey, and gave the 
teachers. many yaluable ideas as to the 
value of the story-telling in the work of 
a achool. 

In part, Dr. Wyche said: 

“The first teachers of literature and 
history were story-tellers. The world’s 
great classic stories, such as King Ar- 
thur, Boewulf, Homer’s Iliad and Od- 
dysy, Kalevalah and Hiawatha were giv- 
en to us by the story-tellers. Before the 
art of writing, the story-tellers of an- 
cient days jn hall and ‘under shade of 
trees, recited the deeds of their great he- 
roes, In, these great epics we find crys- 
tallized the culture and civilization of the 
past. The subject maiter and method that 
pature used for the Nace in its infancy 
have in turn furnished the best materials 
and suggested the best method for the 
education off the child. The use that we 
make of the story in composition and lan- 
guage work, oral reprodugtions and draw- 
ing and music are very valuable, but 
small in comparison to the ethica] and 
spiritual content of the story. A story 
furnishes the child food and materiay out 
of which he builds for himself a mental 
and moral world. It follows the line of in- 
terest. It touches the imagination and 
gives the creative powers a chance. In 
the reproductions ef the story, whether 
oral or written, the child using his own 
language and arranging the words after 
the laws of his own mental life, develops 
individuality and becomes conscious of 
power. The story touches the feelings, 
thereby making the child social and sym- 
pathetic. It gives a child real pleasure 
and reveals to him the source of pleas- 
ure within. 

“To the teacher the story furnishes 
the best. vehicle for his deepest and best 
thought. The child admires and worships 
the great hero that slays the monsters, 
that clears the foregt, that brings to pass 
the good, that is kind and forgiving, and 
whep, from day to day, the child follows 
this hero through the story, he becomes 
Jike that which he admires. The teacher, 
who, day @Ner day. looking into the faces 
of his pufils, feels that there is some 
truth jn life inexpressibly sweet and beau- 
tiful that he wishes to give his pupils, 
finds in the hero, whether it be in King 
Arthur, Hiawatha, Jesus or Paul, an in- 
carnation and embodiment of that truth 
that he wishes to give. And so as he tells 
his story from week to week, there comes 
into his voice a tenderness and pathos 
that touches the child's life, and so in 
that ideal and psychological way, the 
teacher has giveh to his pupils his deep- 
est and best thoughts. Notbing is so re- 
freshing and helpful in the schools as 
when the teacher and children, with a 
great story, leave the low plains and, 
hand in hand, walk together the upland 
fields of thought.” 

At the chapel this morning, President 
Branson announced that the summer 
school management would issue certifi- 
cates to the teachers who have been 
attending the session. These certificates 
will simply certify that the holder has 
attended tbe courges of study indicated 
in the certificate and will not attempt 
to speak for anything else. Next year 
the management hopes to have a plan 
for the isguance of certificates showing 
the proficiency of the teachers and the 
details as to their work here.

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Niagara-on-the-Lalkte, Ontario, July 2.— 
D. J. Kelley, indicted for bribing Mis- 
souri’s legislators, gave today his story 
of the $1,000 check dated March 17, which 
was handed to Robert Lee, for his broth- 
er, John A,.. Lee, former lieutenant gov- 
ernor, and upon which the two indict- 
ments charging Kelley. .with attempted 
bribery are based. , 

Lee declared to Attorney General Crowe 
that he understood this was bribe money, 
but that he refused to accept it. Lee 
held the check for two weeks before turn- 
ing it: over to the authorities. 

Kelley said that from the time the 1908 
legislative session optned Lee“begged him 
by wire and letter to let him haye some 
money. He was sorry for Lee's distress, 
but he thought he had given him enough 
during the preceding two years and was 
tired of supplying his financial wants. 

March 26,. 1903, Lee went to the office 
of The American Queen, the organ of 
the National Health Society in New York,’ 
and, according to Kelley, Lee sald: 

“You know, Kelley, you promised me 
go money and I think I ought to have 
“I don't consider,” replied Kelley, ‘‘that 
you have done anything for me, but I 
guess I can let you have a thousand.” 

When Kelley reached St. Louis a week 
later he handed the $1,000 check to Robert

Artesian Wells in 2 New South Wales. 


The first experiment made in boring 
artesian wells in New South Wales was 
in 1879 at Kfillara Station, in the western 
part of the state. Weter was found at 
& depth of 14 feet, shooting up 26 feet. 
Thereafter, artesian wells muilttplied, be- 
ing bored both by the government and 
by private persons. 

The water in the northwest was found 
in cretaceous rocks, but some of the best 
wells have pierced rocks of the Triassic 
age, as Coonambie, Moree, Gil Gil and 
Kureka. The deepest is at Dolgelly (4,086 
feet). The heat of the water is 130 de- 
grees, Fahrenheit. These wells for the 
most part, aTe situated near. traveled 
roads in districts destfitute of streams. 
Water is furnished to stock at the fol- } 
iowing rates: 

Cents. 
Horses, cattle and camels, per head...2 
Goats and hogs, per head... .. .. .. 5 
Sheep, per 100 head.. oa 

Water is sold for domestic uses at 12 
cents per 100 gallons. The water of ar- 
tesian wells is used also for wool scour- 
ings, giving fine reguits. The wells are 
lpased to private parties, the -highest 
bidder taking the property in charge 
under conditions fixed by law. 


At some of the wells the water is used 
Lucern, 
corn, wheat, tobacco, sugar cane, date 
palf™, bananas and other tropical prod- 
ucts have been grown on land thus irri- 
gated. Unfortunately, thus far, water 

ot-be obtained at will nor in quanti- 
ties necessary for irrigation, except in 
limited areas, 


Sheep and cattle during the past year 
have died by thousands from lack of 
water and grass. Of 60,000,000 sheep it is 
estimated that only 20,000,000 have sur- 
vived. 

A great deal of talk is heard as to 
methods conserving the waste waters of 
rainy seasons that now become déstruc 
tive floods rushing to the ocean, and 
plans have been taken to form extensive 
reservoirs in various parts of the state 
subject to drought. 

The deepest well (4,086 feet) is at Dol- 
gelly and cost $51,733; it. yields 750,000 gal- 
The lowest points at which 
water was found were at Tonngerina (164 
feet) and Tatabuila (209 feet).. The for- 
mer yielded 120,000 gallons daily and cost 
~ 4; the latter yielded 100,000 gallons 
daily for some time, but fell off to 7,500 
gallons; it cost $3,670. The Tonngerina 
shut down; cause not given.

Australian Trees. 

The rapid decimation of forests in the 
United States has awakened the question 
as to the- best manner of their restora- 
tion. It is thought profitable to consider 
the claims of trees not indigenous’ to 
America to be cultivated on the denuded 
lands, especially on hilly, rocky ground, 
or ground unfit for farming. On this ac- 
count I wish to call attention to some of 
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‘STRONG effort is going’ to be. made 
by those who advocate the change 
to put the solicitors general of. the 
state on galary instead of having that 
position a fee ‘office, as it now is. Sen- 
ator McMichael, who is one of the strong- 


est advocates of the change, introduced 
| yesterday three bilis—each the comple- 
ment of the others—with a view to pre- 
senting to the legislature ‘a perfect 
scheme undet which the change to the 
salary plan may be brought about. 

Several other measures lovking to this 
end have been introduced before this 
legislature, but objections have been 
made to each of the other propositions 
which Senator McMichael believes do not 
hold against his plan. One of the other 
bills, for instance, callsgfor a two-thirds 
vote of both houses, which it would be 
extremely difficult to obtain. Senator Mc- 
Michael's bills can be passed by a ma- 
jority. vote of both houses, and, undér 
the plan he presents, he believes he has 
a perfect and complete system, 


The’ first of these bills provides for the 
abolishment of the fee bill of the solicitor 
general except in those cases carried to 
the supreme court; in cases appealed to 
that‘ court the solicitor genera) shall be 
entitled to the same fee as now allowed. 
Inatead of receiving fees, he is to receive 
$150 a month, or $1,800 a year, in addition 
to the $250 Which is now his fixed salary. 

The solicitor general is relieved of the 
duty of collecting fines and forfeitures. 
This duty, under the provisions of this 
act, is to be performed by the clerk 
of the supérior court. The ‘$1,800 galary, 
as specified above, is to come from this 
fines and forfeitures fund collected by 
the clerks. The amount to be paid by 
each county in the circuit shall bear 
the same proportion to the $1,800 ag the 
amount af fines and forfeitures in that» 
county bears to the sum total of all fines 
and forfeitures in the whole disirict, 
whether the fines are paid or not. 

This bill carries the provision that It 
shall in no ‘way affect the salaries or 
the fee system of the solicitors now in 
office, but shall apply to their successors. 


The second bill makes it the duty of the 
| judge to ‘pay the solicitor of his circuit 
this salary of $1,300 out of the funds 
arising from fines and forfeitures. The 
clerk of each county is required to fur- 
nish the judge an itemized statement of 
all fines and forfeitures imposed, 
whether they are collected or not, to- 
gether with all amounts disbursed on 
account of criminal cost proceedings, 
showing the balance on hand at each 
term of the court. The judge is to draw 
his warrant in favor of the solicitor gen- 
eral against the clerk for the propor- 
tionate amount of his salary due from 
that county. It is provided, in this con- 
nection, that the judge may bé allowed 
under this act, with the aid of the so- 
licitor and the clerks, to estimate the 
amount of such proportion at each spring 
term of fhe court and draw his warrant 
for such estimate, provided the sum to- 
tal of such estimates in all the counties 
of the circuit does not exceed $900. After 
the fall term of court has been held in 
all the counties of the eircuit the judge, 
with the aid of the clerks and solicitors, 
Shall aseertain the full amount of fines 
and forfeitures in the whole circuit. and 
then see, that each county in the eircuit 
Pays its exact share of: the salary of” 
$1,800 in the proportion that each county’s 
amount of fines and forfeitures bears to 
the amount of fines and forfeitures ofthe 
whole circuit. 

It is further provided that if any coun- 
ty has not a sufficient fund of fines and 
forfeitures to pay said county’s share of 
Said salary then the judge ‘shall draw 
his warrant against the treasurer of said 
county for the amownt. 


The third bill modifies and describes 
the duties of the clerk of the superior 
court 80 as to provide the method under 
which he is to collect fines and forfeitures, 
and keep a record of these: One feature 
of this bill is the requirement that at the 
close of each term of the court the shall 
send to the clerk of each of the counties 
of the circult a copy of his itemized state- 
ment of the fines imposed, of moneys col- 
lected and disbursements made. The clerk 
shall pay to the solicitor at the end of

BOARD OF EDUCATION MEETS 


Roddy’s Geographies Adopted, Frye’s 
Displaced—Miss Westbrook 


Elected Teacher. 

The regular meeting of the board of 
education of the city of Atlanta was held 
in the office of the board at the Boys’ 
High school building yesterday afternoon. 
The members present were Chairman 
Douglass, Secretary Burns, Hoke Smith, 
Mayor Howell, James Warren, Oscar 
Pappenheimer and Luther Rosser. Vice 
Chairman Pappenheimer presided. 

Besides the regular routine business 
the most important transacted was the 
selection of a geography and the election 
of a teacher to take the place made va- 
cant by the death of Miss Ector. 

After a long disccussion the report of 
the teachers’ committee was adopted, 
which report recommended the adoption 
of. Roddy’s geography. This geography 
will take the place of Frye’s, which has 
been in use in the schools of the city 
for some timee, 

Miss Catharine Westbrook was elected 
to a regular position as teacher. Miss 
Willie Martin was elected supernumer- 
ary. 

Another matter of importance which 
Was transacted by the board was the 
authorizing of the tinance committee to 
establish two shops for the mechanics 
course in the Boys’ High school, provided 
council will appropriate the necessary 
funds. The amount needed to establish 
these shops is $2,500. 

The attention of the board was brought 
to the fact that a change of the street 
car schedule would necessitate-a change 
in the school districts. This change will 
affect the Boulevard, Ivy and Calhoun 
street schools. The changes in the bound- 
aries of these districts will be made later. 

A petition from the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union was read before the 
board, in which the school authorities 
were asked to have a more thorough 
course in the schools on the subject of 
the evil effects of alcohol. 

Upon motion of Mr. 
decided that all teachers who attended 
some summer school for six weeks ap- 
proved by the superintendent or the 
chairman of the committee on teachers 
would be excuseg from attending the 
regular normal course. 

The board decided that the public 
Schools would be dismissed early on Tia- 
bor day, the opening day of school, in 
order that those children who wished 
might take part.

The following from The Birmingham 
Age-Herald of yesterday gives some of 
the inside facts in regard to the Hugh 
Hill deal which is of interest to southern 
fanatics at this time: 

‘‘Negotiations which have been in prog- 
ress for the past three weeks were 
brought to a close yesterday and Hugh 
Hill, the great hitting fielder and pitcher 
over whom Nashville and Kansas City 
have been fighting, was signed by Bir- 
mingham. He will report here this morn- 
ing at 9 o’clock and will. leave almost 
immediately for Shreveport, where he 
joins the team. 

“The signing of Hill was a good plece 
of baseball diplomacy and was brought 
about through the refusal of Kansas City 
to let Fisher of Nashville have him at 
any price. The Kansas City management 
was askel by Birmingham to set a price 
on Hill and they offered to sell his re- 
lease for $500. This offer was promptly 
accepted by Birmingham and after con- 
siderable negotiations through the na- 
tional board the deal went through. 
While the deal was pending Hill played 
on various independent teams so as not 
to further entangle himself. 

‘Hugh Hill formerly lHved in Birming- 
ham and for two yvears has been anxious 
to play with the Iron Makers. He work- 
ed for The Age- ld at) one time, and 
probably his first-appearance as a ball 
player was in an amateur contest be- 
tween The Age-Herald and The News. 

“Of the players who participated in 
more than eight games he led the South- 
ern League in batting last year, chalking 
up ® percentage of .416. He was then 
signed by the Cleveland American League 
team and later went to Kansas City. 
When he was released by Cléveland 
Nashville put in a claim for him and at- 
tempted to play him. He was ordered 
out of the game by President Kavanaugh 
on instructions from the national board.

New York, July 23.—December cotton 
today sold at 9.87, while October ran well 
above i0c. The more one sees of this 
cotton market the more one realizes the 
wonderful] possibilities in the way of 
profits to be obtained from the purchase 
of the new crop at such figures as have 
reecently obtained. That is, while the 
outlook is all that could be expected 
following the poor start, and the crop 
may well be considered in better shape 
than a year ago at this time. None the 
less, the needs of the world are such that 
9 1-2c is too low a price for this season 
of the year. We do not attempt to say 
what the price of cotton may be in the

Forest fires in the United States destroy 
annually at least fifty million dollars’ 
worth of eg yotings and other 
property. © This conservative esti- 
mate, based on ithe” opinions of persons 
who have given the subject long and 
close attention. This estimate, large as 
the figures are, takes account of the indf- 
rect, and often the more seri6us, losses 
resulting from forest 
‘are by their very nature, not easily re- 
duced to terms of doHars. Among these 
‘Tesults may be counted the destruction 
of young trees which must furnish the 
timber supply of the future, and the de- 
struction of the forest floor, . which has 
been centuries in forming, with a result- 
ing lability to periodic floods and a -re- 
duction of the water supply either for 
‘cities’ use, for power, or for irrigation, 
for forest soil, with its spongy composi- 
tion, holds” moisturé -in suspension and 
gives it off gradually. Qther losses, in-

These occur in 
the spring and the fall, and are the re- 
sultg of dry weather such as that which 
has lately prevailed in the east, and it 
is noticeable that fires at this season do 
their greatest damage in the east and 
the south. The great fires of the fall, 
more severe than the spring burnings, 
extend over a period of time from the 
middie of August to the ist of November, 
and have their geographical range in the 
middie and extreme west, and in the 
south.

Promise in Regard to Man- 
churia Must Be Kept 


No Matter How China May Squirm 
the United States Will Insist on 
Two More Ports Being 
Opened in the Prov- 
ince of Manchuria, 


Washington, July 23.—The state depart- 
ment has heard nothing recently from Mr. 
Conger respecting the Manchurian nego- 
tiations, go it is suggested that the Pekin 
report to the effect that the Chinese gov- 
ernment through Prince Ching has de- 
clined to open any Manchurian ports re- 
fers to a phase of the negotiations dating 
about two weeks ago. 

The reason for this suggestion is a 
that before 
for his summer home the Chinese gov- 
ernment actually did pledge itself to open 
two or more ports in Manchuria. It is 
not deemed proper here to indicate how 
these pledges were secured, whether 
through Mr. Conger at Pekin or the Chi- 
nese minister here, but as to the fact there 
can be no question. If, however, there 
hag been any change in the Chinese atti- 
tude since this pledge was given, it is 
said here that the United States govern- 
ment will not be moved thereby, but, 
holding fast to the pledges already given, 
will insist on the ports being opened. 

Respecting the plea attributed to China 
in the Pekin dispatches that she cannot 
open the Manchurman ports because they 
are in the possession of Russian troops 
and officials, it is pointed out here that 
as several weeks and even months must 
necessarily elapse before the new treaty 
can be made and become operative, there 
will be ample opportunity for the Rus- 
sians to evacuate the desired ports if 
such a course is necessary.

such beneficent effect to us as a race, we 
bow our heads in humble submission to 
the divine decree and join with friends 
and relatives in mourning at his bier.”’

“HE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, July 2.—Excitement and 
uneasiness developed again in today’s 
stock market as a result of the renewal 
of urgent and apparently forced liquida- 
tion. This was believed to be due to the 
special needs of individuals and the 
identity of these in®lviduals was the 
subject of the usual gossip and the 
usual apprehensions. Amalgamated Cop- 
per was the center of the excitement and 
much of the selling of it was said to be 
for Bostoh account, as reports were re- 
ceived of a violent break in the copper 
shares gencrally there. There was noth- 
ing in the news of the trade to account 
for the break, the metal advancing 
sharply in London. Yesterday's cut in 
the price at the metal exchange was not 
followed by further recession today. Wall 
street showed considerable anxiety over 
the news of the failure of an important 
building firm in New England, as it was 
believed to involve ramifications in the 
New York department of that industry. 
The United States Realty shares were 
made to suffer acutely by reason of this 
uneasiness, notwithstanding the author- 
ized assuramce of the soundness of the 
corporation's affairs. Amalgamated, with 
its half of 1 per cent dividend off, sold 
down to 39 3-4c, a break of 5 1-2 and the 
lowest price on record. United States 
Realty lost 2 and the preferred 5, the 
last named rallying 2 and Amalgamated 
closing only 1-4 above the lowest. The 
fear that this violent liquidation was the 
outgrowth of the New England business 
trouble’ gave currency to many rumors 
of busfness embarrassment in New York, 
which were often due to the sharp de- 
clines in special stocks in which individual 
brokerage houses were believed to be 
largely interested. None of these rumors 
could be substantiated. Another unfa- 
yorable influence was the renewal of the 
violent speculative fluctuation in the cot- 
ton market with reports of purchase in 
Liverpool! for reshipment to this country 
for the relief of the distressed shorts. The 
stock market has been Inclined to re- 
spond with declines to the jamps in the 
cotton market throughout the prevalence 
of the present cotton corner, und it is 
common belief that Wall street operators 
have been very persistent short sellers 
at the high levels prevailing in the cot- 
ton market. The excitement developed 
in the corn market today was also de- 
trimental to stocks joined. as it was, to 
reports of hot winds in the corn helt and 
danger to the crop. The suggestion of 
The Iron Age that the great decline in 
securities might check new undertakings 
and thus adversely affect demand in that 
trade hurt the iron and steel stocks, 
especially those of independent com- 
panies. The United States Steel stocks 
were not notably affected until the 
general weakness developed late in the 
day. The standard dividend paying rail- 
road stocks also were inclined to resist 
the flepression until late in the day, but 
declines of between 1 and 2 points from 
last night beeame fairly general then. 
The mar*et had steadied near the last, 
but Scuthern Pacific’s downward plunge 
of 23-8 to 43 made the closing feverish 
and irregular.
